determined that " neither women nor niggers" 
nhould take part in their proceedings, and the 
attempt of those dulegatcs to secure their rights 
in the Convention, ivas tho causc^and occasion 
of the must). The "old fogies" — principally 
revereml dergymen and othera from the slave and 
pro-slavery states — finally succeeded in driving 
<tut of the Convention all " women and nigger" 
delegates — and then they prayed for Heaven's 


on their proceedings! 


The senior Kditm- of this paper — a delegate to 


the Convention — acting with Horace Grccley, 
Wendell Phillips, J)r. Snodgrass. find other true 
and active Temperance men, tried to prevail on 
the Convention to respect Ihe rights of all dele- 
gates, but without success. 


We very much regret the action of the Con- 


vention excluding these delegates. It -was un- 
called lor, injudicious and unjust, and wo fear

It will be rernemberod that a colored man 


named Patrick Sneed was arrested Ht the 
Falls, on the 27th ult., conveyed to Buffalo 
nnd committed to jail, on charge of having 
murdered .Tas. M. Jones, of SnvaoDuh, Ou., 
in 18'li). The arrest \vns made on the rep- 
resentation ofu pretended brother of James 
M. Jones, \vhu sent a handbill dated May, 
1850, offering rewards to the amount of $1,- 
500, for the arrest and the return of the 
said Sueed,-and giving it rntnute description 
of him. 
Jones also wrote several letters to 


the U. S. Deputy Marshal, urging him to 
use ail possible dispatch in the arrest, stating 
that lie thought the negro might be brought 
to Baltimore, without a requisition from the 
Governor of Georgia, nnd requesting the 
Marshal to take tho responsibility of attempt- 
ing it, intimating that lie should be well paid 
for liiij service. 


On Monday following the arrest, Judge 


Marvin granted n writ of habeas corpus on 
application from the prisoner's counsel, and 
on last Thursday ti thorough examination 
of iho case was had, resulting in the acquit- 
tal of Sueed, it being clearly proved by let- 
ters from Savannah that he was never sus- 
pected of the murder of Jones, but that he 
was in fact formerly a slave in that place. 


It appears that Snec-d nud u half brother 


inimud Meiideuhall ran away from Savannah 
in 1849, and came to Newark, Ohio. 
Men- 


denhall was the -property of Mr. Do Leon 
editor of the Southern Press. 
At that lime 


tho two brothers were arrested at Newark, 
Ohio, for the crime now preferred tigainst 
Snood, on the authority of letters from a 
person signing himself D. R. Dillon. 
After 


tho arrest Sueed escaped, and his brother 
was taken South, but he was never tried for 
murder. 
Snood admitted that ht> had been 


owned by D. 11. Dillon. 


Tho letters written by Mr. Dillon, in 1849, 


nnd those by A. E. Junes, were presented 
in Court, and they exhibited such a stri- 
king similarity that thu Court declared that 
they must have boon wrilton by tho same 
hand.

It is clear that the charge of murder against 


Sneod was a ruse to kidnap him and get him 
back into Slavery agaiit, but tho base, at- 
tempt has resulted in a most signal failure, 
and tho villain who made it can now sit down 
with tho unpleasant reflection that his de- 
sire for pelf has not beeu gratified. 
Siieed 


is now in Canada. 


Eli Cook, Esq., was counsel for Sneed. 


Doubtless the senior Kditor will give an ac- 


count of the matter in his correspondence, or 
after he returns.

A.I out 7 o'clock this morning, an attempt was 


rnndi by a. person calling himself ".Deputy 
Mars lalWynkoop," (a. brother to Col.Wynkoop) 
anotl or;answering to the name of 'Joe Jenkins,' 
•and ibvee other assistants ,froru: Virginia,, to ar- 
;rest: s a" fugitive slave, a colored waiter in the 
dinii g-rooin of the Phoenix Hotel in this place. 
IratDidiatcly after receiving their breakfast ut 
the hinds uf "Bill," the unsuspecting fugitive, 
who .s a tall, noble-looking, remarkably intel- 
ligent and active mulatto, nearly white, they 
sudd jnly, from behind, knocked him down with 
amaxyand partially shackled him; but, by a 
:'dcsp -rate effort and after a must severe struggle, 
with the whole five upon him, he shook them 
off, n'id with the aid of his handciill's, which 
were only fast upon his right wrist;, lie inflicted 
sonic hard wounds ori the countenances of some 
of thj Southerners; the marks of which they 
will irobably carry to their graves, lint, not- 
.withstanding the fearful, .odds against him, lie 
man; get! to break from their prasp, and, with 
the l"ss" of everything :upon him but a part of 
his s'lirt,.,arid covered with'blood, lie-••riislied 
:frorn the house and plunged in the 'river'close 
by, exclaiming, "I will be drowned rather than 
taken .alive." His pursuers fired twice at him 
on Ilia wa.y to the river without checking his 
speei , and,' on reaching the bank; they present- 
ed tl sir large revolvers and called on the fugi- 
tive, who stood up to his neck in the water,:, to 
"corn j out and surrender himself, or they would 
blow hi* brains out." Ho replied, "I will die 
first.-'' They then deliberately fired at, him four 
or fir e different times, the last ball-supposed to 
have struck on his head, for his face was in- 
stant ly Covered with blood, and the-poor fellow 
sprung and shrieked out in agony, and t\a doubt 
'woul 1 have sunk, but for the buoyancy of. the 
wate holding him up. Tlie people around, who 
.had by this time collected in large numbers, 
were becoming excited, and could no longer re- 
frain from crying oat "'Shame, shame!" which 
had ihe effect-to cause the Southerners to retire 
a • slit rt distance, in evident consultation!. Tlie 
.slave not seeing his pursuers, came to the shore; 
but rot being able to supportshimself in. the: 
wate , he lay'down on the edge, completely' ex- 
hausted, became senseless, and was supposed to 
.be ch ing ; on hearing which, the slave-catchers 
rein a ked coolly that "Dead niggers were not 
wort! i taking South." Some one shortly brought 
a pa r of pantaloons and put on the fugitive, 
•who, in a Jew minutes, unexpectedly revived, 
and i.'as walking off from the river, partly held 
up b;- another colored man, named Rex; on see- 
ing t hich, his pursuers again headed htm, drew 
and presented their revolvers, and called upon 
Mm o stop, threatening to shoot any one who 
iissisl ad the fugitive, The "white, friends of Rex 
insta itly shouted "Stand away! Stand away 
Rex! you'll'get sliot too." 
This was bad advice, 


as tbry would not have dared to shoot, at that, 
time, and it had the effect of encouraging the 
jiirat" -s, who kept advancing towards the fugi- 
tive, md at the same time intimidated Kcx, who 
drew back, exclaiming to the slave, " Put, Bill, 
to tin water again; don't be taken alive!" The 
poor 'ellow, seeing himself alone, for there was 
a general drawback on. the revolvers being pre- 
Bente 1, turned and plunged into the river again, 
wher! lie remained upward ttf an hour, with 
notbi ,3g abovi, water but his head, covered with 
bloot, nnd in full vievr of the hundreds who 
lined the high banks.' ^His claimants dared not 
foltoi'"him into tlie 'water, for, as he afterwards 
•Tema ked, "Be would have died.contented could 
he hi ve carried two or three of them down with 
liim.! 
In the mean time, some of the citizens, 


thinl ing there was no law justifying suchbar- 
barit/, were taking means to have the kidnap- 
pers it-rested. Judge Collins, one of our, most 
respt -.table citizens, and several others, ques- 
tioue I them as to their names and authority, to 
whio L they replied, " He is more like a lunatic 
than a Judge," Ac.

"After their departure, the fugitive, afraid 
to co ae out there again, waded some distance 
up si -earn and got out above, and was found by 
borne colored women flat on his face in a corn- 
field.
